It’s vine-planting time 


V se seem to be particularly designed for the gardener 


who’s in a hurry. They grow fast 


some as much as 20 to 


30 feet a year. A few well-placed vines can give a new garden 


a look of maturity in just two seasons. 
Vines are also versatile. Some can be used for screening, 


either to give privacy or to block ot views. Many provide 


superb flowers. It'll take you about 15 minutes to plant one 


right, but the vine will work for you for years. 


Exeept for a few vigorous 
types, vines are usually grown 
and sold in containers. 

This reduces the shock of 
transplanting, and practical- 
ly insures their success. 

Set the vine at the same 
depth it grew originally. Back- 
fill with fertile, well-pulver- 
ized soil-——no sod. 


Clematis, like some large- 
flowered vines, doesn’t grow 
thick or fast enough to be 
suitable for screening. 

But it does bloom — pro- 
ducing many dozens of large 
flowers each year. Special tip: 
keep its top in the sun and its 
roots in the shade. 

Trumpet vine and Trumpet 
honeysuckle are alternates.

This landing serves guests who park at the street. And it is a true 
strip—little more than 20 inches wide, which is the practical 
minimum, Extra length provides landing space for two cars.

These concrete block landing strips are hybrids. They obviously 
serve as walks and are certainly decorative edging for the off- 
street parking area.

In praise of paper 


A mother’s salute to her 


children’s playmate

~ 
rn paper, scratch paper—loose or 
in pads—*‘vanilla” paper, newspaper, or corru- 
gated; any kind of paper than can be written on, 
painted on or over, folded, cut up, gotten into, 
pasted or stapled together, is the one commodity 
that | could not do my mothering without. In 
one form or another—my affection also extends 
to shirt cardboards and packing boxes—paper 
has kept my children happier and busier than 
any plaything I have ever bought them. 

Over the years they have not only drawn 
about a million pictures, but have made miles of 
paper chains—red and green for Christmas, 
orange and black for Halloween, and any old 
color chains just for the joy of making one that 
would reach from the bedroom to the kitchen. 
Phey’ve made “books” and valentines and 
Christmas cards and Mother's Day and Father’s 
Day cards. They've made paper dolls by the 
hundreds and clothes for them that numbered in 
the thousands: cut stars and snowflakes and 
strings of little girls holding hands. They've 
plain-painted and finger-painted; made papier 
mache sculpture and paper boats to sail in their 
bath water and paper hats to wear on their 
heads. 

They’ ve executed dozens of murals on brown 
paper taped to the basement wall, with a daugh- 
ter working on either end and a neighbor child 
in the middle. Ihey've converted boxes into 
houses and trains and doll furniture. And if the 
boxes were big enough to get into, they became 
boats into which the children clambered before 
setting sail on a “sea.” (I suppose now boxes 


automatically become rockets or satellites.)

| he beauty of paper is that it’s everywhere. It’s 


not expensive if you want to buy it. Lots of it 
can be had for the asking. Your butcher, for 
example, may give you the makings for a mural. 
More than you think can be salvaged from the 
day’s incoming third class mail. Most printing 
companies will sell odds and ends of paper at re- 
duced prices. The brown paper jackets that 
come home over the dry cleaning can be opened 
up into giant-size sheets or cut down to more 
conventional size. 

If some of the paper is too small, or otherwise 
not fitted for drawing or painting, it can be 
saved for games—the “dot”? game, ‘‘hangman,” 
or word squares. All of these are fine when 
traveling in the car or when someone’s sick-abed. 

Over the years I’ve bought, scrounged, and 
salvaged more than a ton of paper. And the end 
is not in sight. 

My treasure drawer holds dozens of lopsided 
valentines, complete with bits of crumbling pa- 
per doilies and loving inscriptions; birthday 


and Easter and Thanksgiving greetings orna- 
mented with an Eyerly child’s garden of verses, 
drawings of flowers tall as houses and roundy 
Grant Wood trees; a crown made of brown 
paper emblazoned with the word MOTHER 
and presented to me long ago on “‘my”’ day. 

If your children are going to have fun with 
paper they will need to have what one of 
my youngsters’ contemporaries referred to as 
““McQuiment”: scissors, crayons, pencils (both 
fat and thin), an eraser, a supply of interesting 
paper, and paste—‘boughten” or homemade. 


As the children’s age and skill increase, water 
colors, show-card paints, charcoal sticks, and 
ink can be added. *‘Luxury” items for Christmas 
or birthday are a large roll of cellophane tape in 
a dispenser, a pencil sharpener, a punch, and a 
stapler. 

Next, give them a place to work—the floor of 
their room liberally covered with several layers 
of newspapers will do nicely—and they're in 
business for hours and hours. 

The only thing you need do—other than to 
give help if it is needed on a new project—is to 
take time to admire what your child has done. 
You needn’t be effusive. Indiscriminate praise 
will make him want to keep everything he makes. 

I discovered this the day my then-5-year-old 
daughter rescued from the wastebasket a large 
drawing of a house with curly smoke and three 
square-headed children jumping rope beneath a 
blazing orange sun. Holding it protectively to 
her, she gazed at me with sorrowful eyes and 
said, *‘Why are you throwing away the picture 
that your little girl made?” 

I snatched it away and held it to my chest. 
“How did that get in the wastebasket?” I 
burbled. I must have convinced her for she 
trotted away happily, the drawing intact. But it 
was too much for me. I decided that thereafter 
I would praise good work and offer suggestions 
how poor work could be made better. It was 
either that or always empty the wastepaper 
baskets after dark. 

So, I conclude, paper is a real friend in our 
home. When the children were small and burst- 
ing with energy to do things, it was always paper 
that kept them busily and happily occupied 
while I looked after my chores around the house. 
Because of paper, the children learned to use 
their hands well; to get their work done neatly; 
and to make do with what they had. 

Even more important, I think, they have come 
to learn that the gift without the giver is bare, 
and that the little cards or pictures they made 
have far more meaning—simply because they 
made them.

\ a your young shade trees occasionally and they'll 


grow pretty well. But give them the little extra attention we 
suggest here and you can get dramatic results—the equiva- 
lent of three years’ growth in just two years.

Feed. Use a tree food high in 
nitrogen, such as 10-8-6 or 
10-6-4 formula. Rate for trees 
up to 6 inches in diameter at 
breast height: | to 2 pounds 
of fertilizer per inch. 

Spread food under limbs 
but not within 6 inches of the 
trunk. Serateh food into the 
soil— water liberally. Repeat 
this feeding each spring. 


Mulch. Spread 2-inch layer 
of grass clippings, peat moss, 
ground corncobs, or similar 
mulch around the tree after 
you apply plant food. 

Mulch will hold moisture, 
help control the weeds, and 
keep soil temperature even. 

Keep the trunk wrapped 
the first couple of years to 
prevent possible damage from 
sunseald and borers. 


Water. Soak newly planted 
trees once every week the first 
year after planting. After the 
first year, water once every 
two or three weeks. 

A canvas hose soaker or a 
water breaker puts a lot of 
water where it’s needed, with- 
out washing away soil. 

Or thrust feeder and water 
lance to root zone to apply 
water and food directly.

Tie tail to rod —cross legs and tie on, too, if 
you don’t have those turkey bracelets. 
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Toss on the chips for the best turkey you ever tasted! Roast with 
hood down so hickory smoke can do its flavor job. This calls for 
slow coals at back of barbecue, a drip pan under the revolving 
turkey. Replenish hickory now and then. Takes about 12 to 15 min- 
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utes per pound to cook turkey to luscious, tender, smoky good- 
ness. Test for doneness, page 54. If you use a meat thermometer in 
thigh, it should read 195°. Easy carving if turkey rests 15 minutes.

ROUND OUT your barbecues with crunchy 


salads, cooked-outdoors vegetables, and 


easy desserts that can travel to yard. 


Watermelon wedges, so cold you think you’re eating 
pink frost! That’s the kind of refreshing dessert folks like 
after a barbecue feast. Pass the salt shaker for those 
who enjoy a dash. Another favorite: cantaloupe sundaes. 


Roasted Ears take on a caramel-y flavor— nothing better 
with over-the-coals meats. When corn is done, break off 
the dry husks, stack the steaming ears on a platter. Sur- 
prise: bacon strips cooked underneath the husks. 

The chef sloshes melted butter over the corn; guests 
help themselves to extra butter — whipped or plain. 


Hitchhike-salad supper. Guests stroll around the ta- 
ble, picking up the makings as they go. 

Set everything out buffet style: a big bowl of greens 
to toss with French dressing; small bowls of shrimp and 
ham strips (omit these if salad is to go with a barbecue), 
ripe olives, cheese cubes, mayonnaise; a basket of toast.

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Ip SHEET FOR 
OUTDOOR CHEFS 


Here’s a roundup of little techniques that make a big difference in food, fun, 
and fire. Fold your ‘“Tip Sheet” lengthwise as you do a newspaper and slip it 
in your pocket to take to back yard or patio for handy reference. 


FOR FLAVOR FANS 


Mill your own pepper. Nothing like the spicy 
spark of fresh-ground pepper! It’s part of the 
grand steak finale: a pat of butter to melt atop, 
a dash of salt, a flourish from your pepper mill. 
It’s the backbone of tossed salad, too. 

For drama, get yourself a jumbo grinder. In 
California they have pepper mills so big, folks 
roll them around on wheels like little cannons. 


Flavor via fire. Cut a garlic clove or two 
in half and toss on the coals while you’re 
grilling steak or lamb kabobs. The aroma 
will delight your kibitzers, the flavor 
will be subtle. 

When you roast pork or ham on the 
rotisserie, wait till the meat is almost 
done, then drop a spiral of orange or 
lemon peel in fire. Tantalizing whiff! Es- 
pecially wonderful with grilled duckling. 


“When” for a tomato sauce. Hold up on basting those ribs (or 
other meat) till the last 15 minutes of cooking. That way a 
tomato sauce will give a rosy brown glaze—no scorching. For 
an aromatic basting broom, try a few celery stalks with leaves 
on. Grasp stalks tightly, heads down, give a big swish. 


Marinade aid. For gourmet flavor, mix a marinade 24 hours 
ahead to mellow at room temperature before adding meat. 
Some marinades make a good sauce to pass with meat. 


Hickory — cook to the tune of its smoky flavor! 
Wait till charcoal burns down to a cooking 
fire before adding damp hickory. Soak disks 
or hunks an hour in water; dampen sawdust 
or chips when you light the charcoal. 
You’re using hickory for its taste merits, 
not as fuel. If it flares, haul it out with tongs, 
soak again in water, toss back on coals. 


Flaming finish. This is just your meat 
if you go for rare steak that’s red in- 
side, charred black outside. 

Grill your steak close to hot, hot 
coals (a broil basket’s handy). As the 
drippings fall in the fire, flames will 
leap up and give that good char flavor. 

Unlike the usual rule, you must flip 
flaming steak often to keep it juicy.

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CHEFING TRICKS 


Burgers — bing, bing, bing. Inviting the 

gang? Here’s how to speed along. 

@ With burger press: Spoon meat for 

each burger onto own square of waxed 

paper, top with a second square. Now 

each mound of meat goes into the jaws 

of burger press, paper and all. Close 

lid gently—there’s your burger! Leave 

waxed paper in place and stack up the patties, ready to grill. 
@ With bottle and can: For even-size burgers, roll out ham- 
burger like pie dough (except about % inch thick) between 
big sheets of waxed paper. Use a light touch, please! A bottle 
can double for rolling pin. Cut out patties with large tin can 
(4-inch diameter) that has bottom and top removed. 

@ To keep ’em piping: While burgers broil, heat equal parts 
butter or margarine and Worcestershire sauce in skillet 
(enough to cover bottom). When first lot of patties is ready, 
slip them into the skillet, turn once, grill next batch. 


Balancing act. Aim for the center of 
gravity of your roast when you insert 
spit rod. Fasten holding forks. Test 
for balance by rotating ends of rod in 
your upturned hands. 
If meat is balanced, it will rotate 
4 evenly. If it balks, remount roast. 
Don’t worry about the holes made by 
spit and holding forks. They'll fill up. 


Kabob string-ups. Choose ten- 
der, fast-cooking foods, as at 
right (the potatoes are canned). 
For beef kabobs cooked rare, 
push foods closely together on 
skewer; for medium or well-done, 
leave a little space between. 
No motorized skewers? Use a 
kabob frame or support ends of 
skewers on bricks atop grill; 
turn kabobs to brown all sides. 
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Chicken onthe grill. Place halved broil- 
ers (about 2-pound birds) on grill with 
bony side down. The bones act as heat 
conductors and hurry the cooking. 

Turn chicken other side down to fin- 
ish broiling. The meat will be juicy and 
better looking cooked this way. 








JUST PLAIN KNOW-HOW 


Sparerib go-round. When you buy 
spareribs for the spit, have your 
meatman saw them in two strips, 
each about 3 inches wide. 
Beginning with narrow end of ribs, 
run spit through middle, lacing in 
accordion style. For balance on the 
spit, start the second strip at wide 
end, the third at narrow end, and so on. Have a holding fork 
for each slab of ribs. Loin back ribs are meatier than spare- 
ribs, so allow extra cooking time—no pink in done pork! For 
heavy smoke, start adding damp hickory from the start. 


Roast security. Have meatman tie your roast round and round 
to make it as even in shape as possible. It’ll be easier to bal- 
ance on the spit, stay perfect to the finish. 


Self-baster. Most roasts have an outer coat of fat that will 
melt down and baste the meat while spit-cooking. For flavor, 
you may baste with barbecue sauce toward end of roasting. 


No flapping wings or drumsticks. Truss spitted birds with 
cord to make compact package. Tie wing tips so they’re flat 
against breast—otherwise they might char. Cross ends of tur- 
key or chicken legs and tie to tail and spit rod as a unit. 


Spit fit. To make the most of your 
cooking space, mount efficiently. 

Put Rock Cornish game hens cross- 
wise on spit, alternating front-back, 
front-back. Use a long holding fork 
for every two little biddies. 

To roast several chickens, march 
them lengthwise down the rod, using 
2 holding forks for each. 


Bird brush-up. Before roasting turkey on rotisserie, brush 
well with salad oil. Same goes for chicken or Rock Cornish 
game hens. During last 15 minutes over coals, brush with 
Basting Sauce: equal parts salad oil, lemon juice, and vinegar 
plus soy sauce, salt and pepper, herbs to suit yourself. 


Broil on foil! The best cooking trick 
yet. No grill losses! 

If it’s burgers for the crowd, tear 
off a strip of foil the size of your grill 
top—see drawing at left. 

With two-tined fork, puncture foil 
here and there at about 2-inch inter- 
vals—you can steady foil on grill. 

Careful—don’t tear, just poke little holes. Turn up a half- 
inch edge on your “‘pan’”’ all around. Lay burgers on hot foil. 
They’ll brown to a turn, stay juicy. (The holes let heat up and 
fat drippings out so meat broils instead of sozzling.) Another 
plus: you can throw your pan away! 


Foiled bacon. Perfect browning and crisping! Nary a slip 
through grill bars! No fat fires! For a pan, use a piece of alumi- 
num foil just large enough for bacon strips; turn up slight 
edge. (Don’t puncture foil.) You can even fry thin-sliced 
bacon this way. Canadian-style bacon, too. 


Green marks the spot where the garlic 
is! For flavor, insert garlic here and 
there in leg of lamb. 

With tip of paring knife, make a 
small slit in the meat. Press down with 
blade to open cut, and quickly use 
knife tip to push garlic clove in, then 
to push in a wisp of parsley. 

After roasting, you can locate the 
garlic at a glance and remove it. 


No carving capers. A roomy board, 
sturdy two-tined fork, and sharp carv- 
ing knife will make that roast behave. 
And a handsome carving set gives a 
perfect roast or turkey the spotlight 
it deserves after careful barbecuing. 
It’s helpful to have a selection of 
knives—different sizes and shapes to 
suit the task. In addition to a good 
carving knife, you’ll appreciate a ham slicer, a French chef’s 
knife for speedy chopping, a butcher knife, trimmer, paring 
knives. Nice to have steak knives, too. Keep ’em sharp! 


Fluffy burgers. Handle hamburger like a bowl of feathers 
when you mix in seasonings—don’t pack. The way to shape 
patties is pat-pat, not spank-spank. Medium- or coarsely 
ground beef makes for light burgers. So does juicy meat—if 
it’s lean, have 2 or 3 ounces suet ground with each pound. 


When to salt steak? Wait until you turn it, then salt and pep- 
per the browned side; season other side as you take steak 
from grill. Ditto for burgers and chops. If you salt uncooked 
meat, the juices will be drawn out, and you’ll lose good flavor. 


Spit-fork lock. When you 
insert holding forks in a 
roast, anchor the second 
so it is at right angles to 
first—no skids. 
Buy 3 or 4 extra spit 
forks. They’re handy to 
have, save you trouble 
with a line-up of birds. 
To make one fork the center holder between two small 
roasts or birds, bend one tine back in a vise, as at right, so the 
tines go in opposite directions. Looks like a “running S.”’ 


Skewer meals. For uniform cooking, give each kind of food 
its own skewer. String cubes of beef or lamb on one. Thread 
scrubbed potatoes on another, whole onions on a third—leave 
jackets on vegetables and you won’t have to baste them. 

Peeled, cut, or thin-skinned vegetables need to be brushed 
with melted butter or margarine while they are turning over 
the coals. 


Shake hands with a turkey to tell 
when it’s done. About 20 minutes 
before turkey roasting time is up, 
yy. %! snip cord that holds drumsticks

b) eat Grasp end of drumstick with 
Wihiaads ; paper towels; raise and lower to 
! test. Leg should move easily or 
twist out of joint. Also press thick 
part of drumstick—meat should feel very soft. Do this test 

as a check whether you use a meat thermometer or not. 
If turkey needs a few more turns over the coals, give it 
time to really pass its doneness test. Now that cord is snipped 
at drumsticks, the heat can reach all parts of bird. 


Steak flipping. Once only! Tongs are best for turning steak, 
chops, chicken halves. Use tongs and turner for large steak. 
If using fork, insert it in fat only. Save those juices! 


Big-steak carving—porterhouse or sirloin. Important to 
know how, so one person doesn’t rate most of the choice por- 
tions, another get tag ends. First remove bone, cutting close. 
Now cut across full width of 
steak, making 1-inch slices and 
narrowing them a little on tender- 
loin side. Be sure everyone gets a 
section of tenderloin. 

If steak has a tail piece (as in 
sketch), slice it last for seconds. 








MONEY SAVERS HERE 


Silver lining. Here’s a trick to save 
fuel and keep your barbecue new 
looking. Line the firebox with heavy- 
duty foil. (Or line the ash pit if there 
is a grate to hold the coals.) 
You place gravel or special insulat- 
ing pellets, then charcoal right on the 
foil. The foil reflects the heat back on 
the food and speeds up cooking. Also keeps your equipment 
cleaner—it catches the melted fat and drippings. Some chefs 
like to line the hood of their smoker, too 


Be chary about charcoal. No need to fire up too much. If 
you’re broiling a few burgers or hot dogs, you’ll want coals 
only under the cooking area. Why waste fuel? 


Save those coals. When you're fin- 
ished cooking, don’t let charcoal 
just burn away. If your barbecue 
has a hood, lower it. Close damp- 
ers, too. Fire will be snuffed out. 
Same goes for kettle-type grill 
that has a lid. If you have an open 
grill, use tongs to transfer hot coals from firebox to bucket. 
Smother fire by covering bucket tightly—look left. 


Sandwich it! Nothing tastes better than a barbecue sandwich 
or makes a roast go farther. Spit-cook a less-expensive roast 
of pork or beef; slice. Set up help-yourself service with bar- 
becue sauce, relishes, warm hamburger rolls or rye slices. 


Tender not-so-tender meat. Yes, you can 
broil round steak or roast chuck—if you 
call on meat tenderizer! Sprinkle it on all 
sides of meat, working it in deeply with 
two-tined fork. Don’t use salt. 

Let stand at room temperature 1 hour, 
or overnight in refrigerator. Tender! 


A bed of gravel or insulating pellets about 1 inch deep helps 
prevent burning out of firebox; also lets air in so heat will be 
more evenly distributed. After half a dozen barbecues, wash 
gravel in hot water, spread out to dry thoroughly. (If your 
firebox is perforated on the bottom, there will be no need for 


Shrink shrinkage! You’ll have more of 
that steak to eat if it’s cooked slowly. 
To give luscious brown color to slow- 
broiled steak, brush both sides with a 
mixture of kitchen bouquet and melted 
margarine before cooking on grill. 


Fire needs mothering. You're not cooking by thermo control, 
so take a look-see now and then. No profit in finding fire out 
at cooking time—or in losing food to the flames! 


Rescue your grill top. You'll add to its life if you wait to place 
it over fire until cooking time, remove it (with asbestos 
gloves) right after use. Swathe hot grill with wet paper towels 
or newspapers while you eat. Later a few swipes will clean 
grill. Stubborn spots? Use scouring pad. 


Flavor at a bargain! A tangy marinade does great things for a 
less-tender (and less costly) cut of meat like rump or chuck 
roast. Put meat and marinade in a big 
plastic bag; twist top; knot. Place all 
on tray or in shallow pan. 
Let meat marinate in refrigerator 
2 or 3 days to tender up and take on 
spicy flavor. Turn bag occasionally. 
(Or you may use bowl and turn meat.) 
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JUST FOR FUN! 


Icy nibbles. While fire gets right, 
let folks help themselves to crunchy 
relishes. Fill an outdoorsy bowl or 
ice keeper with crushed ice. 

Poke in green onions, celery and 
carrot strips in porcupine style. Add 
radishes, pickles, and olives to the 
snowbank. Set out cheese dips. 


Do-it-yourself sodas. Scoop ice cream or sherbet into tall 
paper cups. Set out with a choice of sundae sauces plus bot- 
tles of lemon-lime carbonated beverage and ginger ale. Guests 
pour on the soda makings, muddle ’em, and sip away! (For 
a variety of quick sundae sauces, open several jars of fruit 
preserves. ) 


Carry-out gelatin salads. Pour fruited gelatin mixture into 
gay paper cups. Let chill in refrigerator until set. 


Corn-popper pop-ups. An old-fash- 
ioned wire corn popper is a good in- 
vestment. Two are even better. 

Of course, pop corn over the em- 
bers. But also use popper to toast 
walnuts in the shell, to heat potato 
chips and French-fried onions from 
a can, to warm doughnuts. 

You can even use it as a grill bas- 
ket for broiling hot dogs. 


Cans for pans. To heat canned breads or potato chips, use 
can opener on one end but leave it attached to hold food in; 
remove paper label; turn can on its side and roll on grill. 


Foil firsts. Hot appetizers are a snap. ———* 
Heat in foilware pan—pass in it, too. a ATi 
For a surprise, try hot ripe olives (heat Cg Cc? at ( 
in juice, then drain). Good! Ninei77 

To broil appetizers—like shrimp or 4| 
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foilware pan here and there with a two- 
tined fork or an ice pick. Have these 
bite-size foods well brushed with garlic 
butter, of course, to keep them moist and to add flavor. 

Turn to brown all sides. Spear each tidbit with a toothpick 
for easy pickup and let guests help themselves. 


chicken livers—first prick bottom of pe Ni i 
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Tom Thumburgers—another happy meal-starter! Whip up a 
small recipe of your favorite hamburger mixture and shape 
in marble-size balls. Broil in a foilware pan that you’ve punc- 
tured hit or miss (as above). Serve in tiny hot rolls. 


Brownie-wiches. Split brownies in half and tuck a cream- 
filled chocolate mint patty in each; heat to melt candy. 


Outdoor toast. Cut a long loaf of French bread 
in half lengthwise; place the two pieces cut side 
down on piece of foil. When toasted, spread both 
halves generously with soft butter or margarine. 
Put loaf together again and slice on the diag- 
onal. Nice with parsley butter or herb butter. 


Some-mores. Take a tip from the kids. They toast 
marshmallows till gooey inside, then slide 2 on a 
graham cracker that’s covered with squares of 
milk-chocolate bar. Finale is to squish down with 
a graham-cracker lid. You’ll want some more! 


Foilware figures—all sizes and shapes. Handy to 
have a variety on deck for outdoor cooking and 
serving. There are cake pans and pie pans, bake 
trays, casserole dishes, divided plates. 





IME AND TEMPERATURE GUIDES 


Test of fire—by Mississippi method: Hold 
palm of your hand over the coals at the 
height food will be for cooking. 

If you can count “one Mississippi, two 
Mississippi, three Mississippi,” before 
jerking your hand away, fire is right for 
steak, burgers, lamb chops, kabobs. 

If it’s “‘uncle”’ on the first ‘‘Mississippi,”’ 
the coals are too hot for almost anything. 
A “four-Mississippi’’ fire is fine for roasts; 
a lazy “five- to seven-Mississippi’’ fire for 
spareribs or pork chops. 


Tap, tap here... tap, tap there. Before 
you put the grill top on your barbecue 
and start cooking, tap the gray ash off 
the coals. Ash holds the heat back, acts 
as an insulator. 

Use a poker or fire tongs to do the 
tap-tap job. This trick is especially im- 
portant before you grill steaks or ham- 
burgers. If your fire is too slow, the 
meat will dry out while cooking. 


Meat at room temperature. Steak success starts with the 
meat at room temperature. One to 2 hours out of the refrig- 
erator is a good rule for steaks. Big roasts, several hours. 
Chicken, about 30 minutes. Use judgment on hot days. Idea 
is to avoid having meat overdone outside, uncooked inside. 


Warm-up period. Give meats on spit or grill a chance to 
warm up and relax over the coals before you start basting— 
the meat will absorb the flavors better. Hold off on that 
tomato barbecue sauce till the last 15 minutes. 


Trust a meat thermometer to tell when 
roast is done to your liking. 

Tactics: Tip of thermometer must be 
in center of roast or of inner thigh mus- 
cle of turkey (see below). Reading will 
be wrong if tip is on bone, fat, metal, 
or if not inserted to center. 


RIGHT 
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Rest the roast. Let the meat or turkey stand after cooking for 
10 or 15 minutes-—for 20 if you can wait—to firm up for carv- 
ing. Slices will be more even, nicer. 


Time per side? When you grill steaks or burgers—or any 
other cut of meat—broil the second side a few minutes less 
than the first. (Second side has a head start on heating.) 


Rotisserie vegetables. Potatoes, squash, onions, tomatoes 
roasted on skewers will give their own ‘“‘We’re done”’ signal: 
They’ll stand still on the revolving spit. 

If vegetables get done before the meat, wrap them in foil 
and keep them warm at side of grill. Tomatoes cook in a jiffy, 
so don’t put them on too soon, and watch closely. 


Hurry-up, Harry, the crowd is hungry! Speed the fire by giv- 
ing it a big boost with forced air (but not if food is cooking). 
Use your wife’s hair dryer, an electric fan, or vacuum blower. 
One barbecue has its own built-in bellows! 


FIRE-BUILDERS’ BULLETIN 


Polka dots for steaks, chops, most grill 
cooking. Once coals are hot enough for 
broiling, place them about half an inch 
apart under grill area you'll use. 

This will give even heat and reduce 
flare-ups when meat fat dripsdown. If you 
plan to use only half your grill space, 
arrange coals accordingly and save fuel. 


Parallel rows for kabobs. String burning 
coals along firebox so they are spaced in 
between the rows of kabobs above; also 
have coals around sides of barbecue. 
Same arrangement is efficient if you 
have a line-up of skewers, one with meat, 
one with baking potatoes, and so on. 


Just-right coals for cooking. They’ll look ash-gray by day, 
have red glow after dark. No flames! Don’t start cooking 
too soon. The fastest way for a bed of cooking coals (15 min- 
utes) is with electric starter. Most ways take 45 minutes. 


To add more coals. For a reserve supply of hot coals, warm 
extras around the edges of your fire after it is ready for cook- 
ing. Don’t top your cooking fire with cold coals—they’ll lower 
the temperature more than you think. 


Ring of fire for-spit cooking on barbecue 
with open top. Form an oval of live coals 
around and slightly larger than the roast 
or bird on spit—the meat should not be 
directly over coals. 

To slow fire down, pull ring toward 
outside, to increase heat, narrow it. 
This is the old gypsy way of roasting— 
good technique for even cooking. 


Ceals at rear, drip pan in front is the 
style for spit roasting if your barbecue 
has a reflector hood. 

In placing the hot coals in back part 
of firebox, don’t heap them too high. 
Arrange so they extend a little beyond 
the ends of the meat on spit. 

Put drip pan under the roast. Check 
the position once juices start to drop. 


Fire speed-up. You may do one or all of these: Raise firebox. 
Lower grill. Open drafts. Add warm coals from your reserve 
around fire’s edge. Tap ashes off burning coals with tongs. 
For gypsy method, pull in ring of fire. 


Fire slow-down. Reverse procedures above. If a roast or tur- 
key is cooking too much at one end of rotisserie, move most 
of the hot coals to other end. To douse flare-ups, aim at the 
flame with a water pistol or clothes sprinkler—go easy. 


Foil drip pan—it will last all sea- 
son. Use 18-inch-wide aluminum 
foil, and tear off a piece long 
enough for a double thickness 
the length of your grill. 

Fold in half lengthwise; turn 
up all 4 edges 1}4 inches. Miter 
corners, folding tips back along 
sides—if you press against a 

block of wood or box, corners will be tight and leakproof. 

In setting the drip pan in front of coals and under meat 
on spit, check to be sure no coals are underneath pan. (If 
you have a round grill, make drip pan in a half circle.) 
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No reason why the youngsters shouldn't be 


comfortable during those back-yard outings. 


This picnic table is sealed just right for 
small fry. They'll love having a table to 
eall their own. Bring it indoors in winter. 
use it as a play table. 

Decorated half-gallon ice cream freezer 
will let children into the act. keep them 
busy for a lone time. Metal freezer is a 
dandy inexpensive treat for the kids. 


The living is really easy with this setup! 
Grill is only 20 inches high — perfect for 
lounge-chair tending. It has a rotisserie. 
crank adjustment. and hook-on table (at 
right). Color combination is a pleasant 
copper enamel and spatter white. 

Contour lounge chair folds up neatly for 
easy transporting or storage.

“Your left foot’s already flat. Good. Some great fighters 
get that foot off the ground so seldom people wonder how 
they get around. You’re on your right toes, too. Fine.”

shoulder. It usually helps if you crouch a bit. This makes 











your chin and jaw the poorest possible target. The other fel- 
low’s going to have to find them before he can hope to get 
any kind of a shot at them. 

**Make sure your right hand is high, and close beside your 
chin. No matter what you do or where you go or what move 
you make, always come back to this basic position. You have 
to move fast, because you’re going to be temporarily open 
whenever you throw a punch. You can’t help exposing your- 
self from time to time. The big thing is to get back to your 
defensive position before the other guy has time to throw a 
good counter punch. 

“Here, you have your right hand looking good, but your , 
left’s too close to your face. Stick it out a little. This is your 
jabbing hand, and it also has to protect your face. You have 
to be sure it stays up there all the time. Drop your left hand 
for just a second and you're asking for trouble. Keep that 


left elbow up, too.” 
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/ your boy to box 


The jab. “The basic punch in boxing is the jab. If you're 
right-handed, you jab with your left, and vice versa. And if 
you know how to jab, you can give your opponent a lot of 
trouble. The jab is both an offensive and defensive weapon. 
With your arm sticking out, as it is when you’re throwing 
jabs at your opponent, you’re using it as a shield for your 
whole body—-for your face, too. 

**A jab should be straight, but not tense or stiff. When you 
start practicing jabs, do it slowly. Keep your wrist straight 
and hit with the flat of your knuckles. That way, you'll be 
using all the power in your arm, and you won’t risk getting 
a broken wrist. 

“Move fast. Speed is important. And you have to bring 
that jab back as fast as you throw it. Practice so you can 
flick it out and pull it back like lightning. With every jab, 
bring your arm back just far enough for leverage, then stick 
it out again. Yourre setting the other fellow up for a right 
cross, but he doesn’t know when it’s coming. 

“All right, your position looks pretty good. Now let's see 


you hit mv hand as a target.” 


Practicing the jab.“ Out and back—out and back—out 
and back. Let's see how fast you can keep it up. Just keep 
hitting my hand over and over again. 

‘Keep your hands up high. You can’t ever drop them ex- 
cept to throw a punch. The minute you lower your hands, 
the other guy has an open target You've left yourself ex- 
posed. I can’t stress that too much. Of course, no defense is 
perfect. You're going to get hit once in a while. But you want 
to be sure it’s no more than necessary 

**Now keep your elbow high, too. When you drop your 
elbow, your whole arm will drop. That's bad. Remember, as 
you throw a jab you've got to keep protecting yourself right 
up to the very last second. 

“You're keeping your thumb in, aren't you? You want to 
be sure to do that—not just for the jab, but all the time. If 
your thumb sticks out, as if it might not belong to the rest of 
your hand, you can break it. Curl it in close, so it’s as much 
a part of your fist as your other fingers 

“Keep that left hand on a level with your jaw, keep it up. 
Jab—jab—jab—and thumb in , 


The right cross. “As you throw the jab, you drop your 
right hand almost involuntarily. But there’s a reason for it 
As you lower your right, you're ready to cross with it. 

“For that moment, you don’t have to worry about using 
your right for defense. When you're jabbing, your left side 
is the only exposed part of your body. So think of your right 
as an offensive weapon. It’s your strong hand. You're throw- 
ing it in hopes of really scoring. 

“That's it—straight out. See, you’ve jabbed with the left 

once, twice, three times—it doesn’t matter. Now you're 
getting your left back for protection and crossing with your 
strong arm, your right. 
‘Remember, that right hand punch is different from the 
jab. You’re sticking the jab out straight and high. The cross 
is straight, too, but lower. 

“And get your hands back quickly. After throwing a

This house proves you can make efficient use of space — and avoid build- 
ing costly, needless square feet. The central kitchen and bath make your 
housekeeping chores go faster. Deck increases living space much of the 
year. Dotted lines indicate where extra bedrooms can be added later. 
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Because it sits back on a 50x125-foot lot, 
Five Star Home 2906 looks larger than it 
really is... less than 1,000 square feet. 

An air of spaciousness was created by 
the carport and parking court in front, 
and a courtyard leading to house. Fence 
is cypress with driftwood finish. For a 
walk, stained concrete blocks were used. 


Small deck continues at floor level at 
rear of house for extension of visual 
space. Too, continuation of roof beams 
carries out this feeling. 

House has tongue-and-groove V-joint 
siding, built-up gravel roof, wide jal- 
ousied windows, terrazzo concrete floor. 
Exposed walls are concrete block. 


Windows are recessed in bedrooms to 
create overhang without added expense. 
This trick gives the closets along in- 
side walls a built-in look (see floor plan). 
For extra sturdiness, the house, which is 
built on a man-made island, was set on 
concrete pilings. To prov ide a larger 
lawn. plantings are set at the edges.

As we all know, an uncurtained window at night is like a mirror 
of black glass.

The best sleeping pill available is your own attitude toward sleep. 


There are devices—some humorous, all helpful—that may be just what 


you think you need. But doctors say: It’s usually all in your mind.

\W, 
hat this country needs is a good night’s sleep. Surveys 


show that at least half the population is troubled by insomnia. 
Some suffer only occasionally, but others toss and turn and 
fret every night and worry about it every day. They don’t fall 
asleep quickly enough, or they don’t stay asleep long enough, 
or they awaken in the dead of night and are unable to find their 
way back to oblivion until a few minutes before the confounded 
alarm rings 

Sooner or later, the typical sufferer is so frazzled by this 
nightly skirmish with his nerves that he resorts to chemical war- 
fare: he swallows a sleeping pill. The drug overpowers him. 
It seizes control of his nervous system and propels him into a 
Ihe next day he feels as if someone had hit him on the

head with a baseball bat 


And it’s true that doctors usually prescribe drugs only in 
small quantities and only as a last resort. Yet more sleeping 
pills are consumed in the United States than in any other coun- 
try on earth. In 1959 we'll spend more than a quarter-billion 
dollars on barbiturates and similar sleep inducers. Millions of 
tablets and capsules will be taken by men and women who 
could probably get along handsomely without them except 
that theyre afraid to try or don’t know how to begin. 

Among other strange phenomena surrounding sleeplessness 
is the word “‘insomnia,”’ a faintly glamorous term that appar- 
ently sounds expensive and important enough to justify the pill 
habit. Actually, individual pill-takers usually don’t have in- 
somnia at all. They’re merely all mixed up. Fortunately, their 
tossing and turning can often be solved without resorting to 
pills. Doctors agree that the first step to this end is when the 
sufferer acquires some genuine understanding of his sleepless- 
ness. Here, then, are the main medical truths: 

1. True insomnia—a real inability to sleep— [ Turn to page 142

It’s Cape Cod! 


Begins on page 58 


Stoney Brook Mill near Brewster, one of the first gristmills in 
America, still grinds corn in the ancient manner. Artists are every- 
where and everyone is an artist on the Cape, where scenes like 
this, almost too perfect to be true, are everyday sights. 


Mia- ‘ape Highway veers like a 


vein, 66 miles down the length of 


the flexed arm of the Cape. There 
are outlets in all directions to 
beaches and villages along 586 
miles of coast line. 


You first meet this little hook of 


land (20 miles at its widest and 
about '4 mile at its narrowest) 
just before crossing Cape Cod 
Canal from State Highway 3 at 
Sagamore or six miles south at 
Bourne. Unless you have a destina- 
tion—Provincetown, for example 
there’s no good Yankee reason, 
be it thrift or convenience, for not 
settling anywhere you choose 

Distances are easy on the Cape. 
You can scout and select the area 
you most enjoy, then concentrate 
on it, or even pack up and find 
quarters there. There’s such a vari- 
ety of interests and activities, your 
first trip should be exploratory. 
Any Cape Codder will tell you 
you ll be back. 

The legend, of course, is that 
any Cape Codder—the solid, year- 
round resident—is die-hard hostile 
to strangers from the mainland. 
But if a resident occasionally seems 
eccentric, that’s part of the scenery 
He’s likely a “‘professional native” 

from Chicago. He’s the one who 
will group your party with “‘the 
summer people,” and probably the 
first of several to tell you that the 
only tourists they don’t like are the 
kind who come with a five-dollar 
bill and a clean shirt, and nevet 
change either one. 

July 4 to Labor Day is “‘in sea- 
son’ on the Cape, but it’s a mis- 
take to limit your thinking to just 
two months. In many ways, you'll 
find the Cape in its best mood in 
the off-season—June and Septem- 
ber especially. It’s the thrift season 
for one thing. But if prices are 
down, crowds are down even more. 
On the south shore (Nantucket 


130 


Sound), bathing is good into Sep- 
tember and fishing’s never better 
than in June. Because of the Cape's 
peculiar geography, its oceanic cli- 
mate blesses it with cooler summers 
and warmer winters than most of 
New England. More and more fa- 
cilities are staying open into the 
Indian summer season, most resi- 
dents’ favorite time of the year. 

There are 306 miles of beaches 
on the Cape, and they may be the 
most beautiful beaches in the 
world. Ask any native, at least, 
and he'll tell you they are. 

In any case, my choice would be 
Ballston and Long Nook beaches 
near Truro—and with that, I’ve 
committed a breach of sorts. A 
charming, long-time resident of 
Truro’s art colony urged me to 
keep my mouth shut about Truro. 

“If there were six people on the 
beach here, I used to think it was 
crowded,” she said. 


_ = has refused to become 
anything like the carnival mid- 
way of Provincetown’s main street. 
In fact, you will miss Truro alto- 
gether if you don’t side-road off 
Route 6 to explore the pastoral 
hills and valleys of Truro and near- 
by Wellfleet, once a famous whal- 
ing town. Slipped in and among 
this unspoiled activity are the 
homes, the Truro Town Hall, the 
Hill of Churches, the old Congre- 
gational Meeting House, and old 
Snow Cemetery. Stones here and 
at South Truro Cemetery testify to 
the longevity of Cape Cod resi- 
dents. Cape Codders, you know, 
do live longer than most of us—and 
certainly better. Cape Cod isn’t a 
place, someone said, it’s a state of 
mind. 

Cape Cod Light (or Highland 
Light) is in North Truro. Here, 
from a 150-foot cliff, you have a 
staggering view out to sea. Old 
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Stone Tower, like that of a castle, 
is visible a mile to the south of the 
light. It’s an easy climb down to 
the pure sand, ocean-side beach. 

But on any side of the Cape, you 
will find the beaches fetching, and 
no one but a native should really 
be allowed to pick one over the 
other. The beaches on the ocean 
are a sand-bottom stretch from 
Chatham to Provincetown. Ocean- 
side beaches, however, are some- 
what cooler, even through sum- 
mer months, than beaches like 
Craigville on Nantucket Sound 
and Sandy Neck on Cape Cod Bay. 

Skaket Beach at Orleans is a flat- 
bottom beach where children can 
wade out a mile, inspecting, as 
they will, all the wondrous things 
that meet you from the sea. The 
water’s warm, and swimming, 
when the tide’s in, is a baptism of 
pleasure. 

At Nauset Beach on the ocean 
side, lifeguard Anthony Austin, an 
actor who knows how to spend his 
summers, said more bass were 
caught there, fishing from the 
beach to the open ocean, than at 
any other part of the Cape. And a 
50-pounder is no accident! 

Beach buggies here will take you 
out for long excursions—28 miles 
on the sand dunes from Orleans to 
Chatham. Many _ buggie-addicts 
have their own vehicles, some with 
complete living facilities and can- 
opied porches. To drive the dunes, 
oversize tires are dropped to 7 or § 
pounds of air depending on then 
load. Families park out on the 


dunes in a private world, where 
nothing is heard over the whisper 
of water as clear as clean air. 

At Ballston Beach, I talked to 
an elderly pensioner who had gone 
Cape Cod with the flourish of a 
Provincetown artist. He shaped 
himself a throne of sand, and from 
his perch, sent a fishing line out to 
sea with no more exertion than 
dialing the operator. He got an an- 
swer, too—a harmless and quite 
useless sand shark. And even 
though he had been catching 
flounder and striped bass, it really 
didn’t matter much. In the sun 
and on the sand, who, when he 
finds a throne, needs a fish? 


Fishing is, no doubt, the second 
biggest industry on Cape Cod. But 
the tourists will outweigh even the 
record “‘hoss mackerel.’ And at 
Provincetown, these colorful Cape 
industries mingle until you can’t 
tell one from another, On the fa- 
mous town wharf, where the boat 
from Boston arrives daily, Portu- 
guese fishermen, unloading their 


day's catch, will remind you of 


their bold ancestors who came 
down from the Azores to man the 
whaling boats and fishing schoon- 
ers of the last century. White and 
silver perch are escalated from sea 
to land transport, destined to be 
food for foxes and mink. But floun- 
der and haddock, in their shining.

In Provincetown, the tourist, not 
tuna, is king of the sea. You can 
rent or hire anything from a row- 
boat to a cabin cruiser for sport or 
sightseeing. The Cape offers some 
of the world’s best salt-water fish- 
ing. Bluefin tuna, Mako shark, 
swordfish, and other deep-sea 


prizes are found within sight of 


shore. You can do your own hook- 
and-line fishing from small boats 
for bass, tautog, and bluefish. 

If you’re in Provincetown in 
late June, you'll be in time for one 
of the Cape’s most colorful festi- 
vals—‘‘The Blessing of the Fleet.” 
This religious ceremony launches 
the new fishing season. After High 
Mass, the colorfully garbed fisher- 
men parade through the town to 
newly painted and decorated boats 
The fleet, then, of trawlers, drag- 
gers, scallopers, and trap boats, 
moves in parade — slowly 
around the arc of the harbor. 

If you’re given to curios and 
bric-a-brac, Provincetown is a 
happy haven for you, too. Com- 
mercial Street, Provincetown’s 
brassy lady, won’t let you miss a 
thing—and some of her wares 
shouldn’t be missed.

he pilgrims first landed in the 


New World along what is now 
bustling Commercial Street 
(Someone said they took a look 


and went right on to Plymouth.) 
The 255-foot Pilgrim Monument 
marks Provincetown’s pride that 
the pilgrims came there at all. You 
can climb this granite shaft for a 


powerful view of the entire Cape 
End. 

Provincetown Beach is one of the 
best, and so attracts greater num- 
bers, but not in terms of Sunday 
afternoon at the municipal pool. 
Race Point, farther up (“‘up” is 
“down” on the Cape for a nautical 
or some-such reason), marks the 
area that might soon be our 29th 
National Park. Beach taxis here 
will take you to Race Point Light- 
house, built in 1816, or south up a 
magnificent stretch of shifting sand 
to Highland Light. 

Artists and writers are part of 
the parade in Provincetown, too 
making it a salt-watet 
Greenwich Village. You can view 
the best of their work at the Haw- 
thorne Memorial Gallery and the 
new Walter Chrysler Museum 
Happily, all the artists aren't de- 
voted to putting on canvas what 
you can put on film perfectly well 
yourself. The styles are broad and 
every new concept is encouraged. 
You can, if you like, paint with the 
tail end of a dry mackerel 

One of the pleasures of Commer- 
cial Street, as it is of the entire 
Cape, is‘ theater. The Pro6vince- 
town Playhouse is one of the oldest 
on the Cape and surely the most 
challenging. An unknown Eugene 
O'Neill wrote and produced his 
first plays here, and traditionally 
the season opens with an O'Neill 
work. The lobby, on the wharf, 
reminds you that you're still on the

Surely, dedicated antique col- 
lectors, when they die, go to Cape 
Cod, for this is old lavabo and cof- 
fee-grinder heaven. Highway 28 
is a restless line-up of early Ameri- 
cana. Provincetown shops offer 
mementos of the sea, from whaling 
nets to peg legs. 

The most joyous antiques of all 
are ones you can’t buy in a shop 

the great Cape Cod and Geor- 
gian houses that wear a century of 
sea-spray in weathered ocean 
gray. The Cape’s sea captains were 
real, and if they left a legend of 
whaling men, they were just as 
generous in leaving magnificent 
old houses where you almost expect 
to see the captain’s sorrowing lady 
looking out to sea from the widow’s 
walk with arm raised in tearful tor- 
ment as she curses that “ol’ davil 
sea.” 

Brewster’s a center for many of 
these fine old houses. “‘Some of the 
best examples of Georgian archi- 
tecture in America,” according to 
Better Homes & Gardens Building 
Editor, John Normile. 


on old Route 6 is with- 
in speaking distance of one of the 
Cape’s most attractive picnic and 
camping grounds, Nickerson State 
Park (and don’t by-pass Shawme 
State Forest in Sandwich). Facili- 
ties at Nickerson, including even a 
grocery store within the park, are 
so complete that families find it 
hard to leave this enchanting for- 
est of pines and wild life to contin- 
ue their planned tour of the Cape. 
One of the best of many surprising 
fresh-water lakes and ponds is in 
the park—Cliff Lake. The beach 
here rivals the ocean, and the fish- 
ing’s good for trout, perch, pick- 
erel, salmon, and bass. 

Do you know of lake country 
anywhere where the conservation- 
ists complain that there are too 
many fish and not enough fisher- 
men? The 365 lakes and ponds on 
the Cape, formed by glaciers thou- 
sands of years ago, are almost un- 
known to tourists. Gull Pond near 
Wellfleet is exquisite in its natural 
perfection, almost a circle in shape, 
and is said to offer your limit every 
time in bass and trout. Most of the 
lakes, like Ryders off Pamet Road 
near Truro, are in beautifully sim- 
ple, wooded settings, much like 
Northern Minnesota. Scargo Pond 
near Dennis and Wequaquet Lake 
near Hyannis are on high ground 
giving you a towering view of the 
Cape. 

These fresh-water areas attract 
ducks, geese, pheasant, quail, and 
other migratory birds who dive for 
fish in the crystalline water. The 
Cape has established itself as fine 
hunting grounds for a great variety 
of wild game, including deer and 
rabbits.

© atti: at the elbow of the 
Cape, and neighboring Harwich 
Port are convenient to either end 
of the peninsula. Both are leading 
fishing ports. At Stage Harbor in 
Chatham, it’s a strangely foreign 
view to watch the unloading of 
butterfish and squid taken that day 
from the sea and that day to the 
market.

How to sleep 


is so rare that doctors seldom en- 
counter a case 

2. Most sleep problems occur 
among men and women who are 
perfectly capable of normal slum- 
ber but have developed unfortu- 
nate attitudes which keep them 
wretchedly awake. Psychiatrists 
claim that some cases originate in 
early childhood, when refusal to 
sleep is a potent means of attracting 
parental attention. According to 
this view, certain sleepless adults 
wish (without realizing it) that 
they were infants again and that 
Momma would come running with 
the solution to all problems. Be 
that as it may, most chronic sleep- 
lessness seems to begin when the 
adult is undergoing severe anxiety 
about money, love, health, his job, 
or other matters of deep, legiti- 
mate concern. 

Worries of that sort can keep any- 
one awake, Momma or no Mom- 
ma. The trouble is that both the 
sleeplessness and the worry become 
habitual. The original cause of 
sleeplessness may have been dis- 
posed of weeks, months, or even 
years ago, but the sufferer contin- 
ues to lie awake worrying. And 
what do you suppose he worries 
about? Doctors say that in thou- 
sands of cases he worries about not

falling asleep! Thus, worry pro- 
duces sleeplessness, and sleepless- 
ness, in turn, produces new wor- 
ries. This vicious circle is one of 
the oddest of all the twists and 
turns of human psychology, and 
one of the most common and most 
miserable. 

3. It’s foolish to worry about 
sleep. This is a key point. Contrary 
to popular belief, no great harm 
can result from a sleepless night or 
two or four. The worst consequence 
is tiredness, an unimportant condi- 
tion which the human system can 
repair the following night, if given 
half a chance. Although this con- 
cept is at odds with all superstitious 
theories about the urgent impor- 
tance of deep, lengthy slumber, its 
truth has been demonstrated re- 
peatedly. One of the country’s 
foremost authorities on sleep, Dr. 
Nathaniel Kleitman of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, has shown that 
it’s possible to remain awake for 
days on end without damage. After 
a week of unrelieved wakefulness, 
Dr. Kleitman’s volunteers were al- 
most helpless with fatigue, but 
there was nothing wrong with them 
that wasn’t repaired by allowing 
them, finally, to go to sleep. Any- 
one who takes due note of Dr.

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How to sleep 


Kleitman’s findings ought to real- 
ize, at last, that occasional tired- 
ness is nothing to get excited about. 

4. Not everybody needs eight 
hours of sleep. Dr. Kleitman de- 
clares that millions of adults need 
only six or seven. Some are best off 
with five. These are lucky people 
who should rejoice in their good 
fortune. But some of them are so 
convinced of the need for eight 
hours that they fret over their in- 
ability to stay unconscious that 
long. If they fret with sufficient 
persistence, their nerves get jan- 
gled and they sprout full-blown 
cases of sleeplessness. 

One of the most pitiable aspects 
of the typical sufferer from sleep- 
lessness is that, where his problem 
is concerned, he does everything 
wrong. In the first place, he wor- 
ries about something that’s seldom 
worth worrying about. Secondly, 
in trying to get his mind off the 
worry, he puts himself through 
physical and mental rituals which 
are supposed to relax him but 
which actually tie him into knots 
and turn him into a trembling 
ruin. 

He’s defeated before he starts 
He knows that he won't sleep prop- 
erly. He may have felt exhausted 
all day, but at bedtime he’s wide

awake—and in agony. Abandon- 
ing all hope of getting the sleep he 
considers essential to survival, he 
approaches the bed as if it were 
radioactive. His nerves twang. He 
fears for his health. 

He resolves to pull himself to- 
gether.

He will outsmart his nervous sys- 
tem.

more demanding. After a nerve- 
racking day, a sway-backed bed 
can be an irritation so insulting as 
to destroy normal repose. 

Our country’s foremost Oppon- 
ent of the uncomfortable bed, and 
the leading advocate of de luxe 
slumber, is a spectacularly relaxed, 
middle-aged New Yorker named 
Norman Dine. In his “Interna- 
tional Sleep Center” or ““Beduca- 
tion Bazaar’ in Manhattan, this 
elfish ally of the nation’s restless 
sells every imaginable aid to sleep- 
ing comfort. He also

‘‘Nothing that aids relaxation,” 
says Dine, “‘is cuckoo.’ He delivers 
this judgment while lying happily 
in a reclining chair that elevates 
his feet, cushions his head, and vi- 
brates gently, sprucing up his cir- 
culation. He spends as much of the 
working day as possible in this 
chair, regarding it as preferable to 
sitting at a desk, although not 
quite as satisfactory as bed 

He tries to persuade customers 
to forget all alleged rules about 
sleeping comfort and to let indi- 
vidual preference reign supreme

a double bed or the new kind that 
easily converts from one to the 
other. It can be seven feet long and 
six feet wide—king size for those 
who enjoy plenty of elbowroom. It 
can even be circular. It can be as 
hard as slate or as soft as down. Or 
it can be firm on one side for him 
(or her), and soft on the other for 
her (or him). 

A new mattress is only the begin- 
ning. People who find, as most do, 
that the improved physical en- 
vironment enables them to sleep 
more peacefully, usually set forth 
to enhance the setting even more, 
as a kind of slumber insurance. 
The electric blanket. that widely 
accepted convenience, is now often 
equipped with dual controls so 
that each occupant of the bed can 
enjoy the degree of warmth best 
suited to his taste. ““This puts an 
end to certain family disputes,” 
says Dine sagely 

Then comes a fantastic array of 
gadgets and gimmicks, some of 
which seem ludicrous to the unin- 
formed bystander, but all of which 
have loyal adherents among form- 
er victims of sleeplessness. The ful- 
ly equipped sleeper is surrounded 
by so many electric devices and 
control panels that he looks like 
something out of science fiction. 
(See picture on page 128.) 

One button controls a vibrating 
machine that agitates the mattress 
and massages the occupant into a 
state of blissful stupor. 

Another button adjusts the air

A third button instructs an elec- 
tric motor to raise the head or 
knees or feet to exactly the level re- 
quired for calm comfort. 

A fourth sets off a fan-like con- 
trivance that emits the restful fra- 
grance of a pine forest. 

A fifth turns on an electronic 
box that issues a lulling, rhythmic 
sound indistinguishable from that 
of rain falling on a roof. 

A sixth, attached to a gadget 
called an optachron, flashes the 
time of night onto the ceiling so 
the owner doesn’t have to sit up 
and look at the clock. 

A seventh sends electricity up 
through the mattress pad, warm- 
ing it deliciously. 

An eighth directs a precisely fo- 
cused beam of light at a book with- 
out casting a ray in the direction 
of the reader’s sensitive spouse. 

A ninth—bed specs—allows you 
to read without bending your neck 
in the direction of the print. 

Then, of course, there are pil- 
lows for every taste. And tiny loud- 
speakers that go under the pillow 
to bring you the recorded voice of 
a hypnotist telling you how tired 
you are and how quickly you’re 
going to fall asleep. And eyeshades 
to bar the slightest glimmer of 
light. And head warmers for the 
bald. And bedside hot plates for 
the midnight cup of warm milk. 
And ultra-violet lamps for that last- 
minute touch of soothing, synthet- 
ic sunshine. And dictating ma-

Chatham Light is the first light you 
see returning from Europe. Here 
at dusk you can sight the shimmer- 
ing beams of a dozen other light- 
houses down the coast. Chatham, 
by the way, is fine shopping ground. 

At Harwich Port, you can stop 
for lunch at Snow Inn’s Clam Bar, 
where you’ll see fishing boats com- 
ing in the village’s unique harbor 
cove, some unloading their catch 
in front of you at Snow Inn docks. 
The Inn, in its 69th year of opera- 
tion, is run by its fourth generation 
of Thompsons. The present owner, 
Frank Thompson (whose grand- 
mother was a Snow) is almost as 
big as the Inn itself—300 pounds 
after dieting. And the food in the 
main dining room is reason enough. 
The Inn is an improbable series of 
mixed Colonial cottages on the 
beach below the main building 
that has grown with the years like 
Topsy. 


_ is, perhaps, the best known 
name on the Cape—and the Cape 
won't let you forget its names. 
From modest mailboxes to bright 
neon, you are reminded that early 
Cape Codders were the Cobbs, the 
Nickersons, the Lowells, the Hoop- 
ers, the Almys, the Doanes, the 
Eldredges, the Sears.

chines with which to record any

Ridiculous? Among the sleep- 
less, anything that contributes to 
repose is far from ridiculous 

And doctors share that attitude 
They're indulgent toward what- 
ever rigamarole helps an individual 
to unwind and find normal, drug- 
less sleep—even if there’s no scien- 
tific rhyme or reason to it. If a 
nightly snack, including a Dag- 
wood sandwich and a cup of coflee, 
is your particular formula, the doc- 
tor will usually endorse it even 
though he knows that heavy food 
with coffee would mean sleepless- 
ness in other cases. If you advocate 
the hot bath, or the cold one, the 
doctor will humor you, although 
most people get better results with 
a tepid bath. If you like a cold 
room, freeze. If you like a hot 
room, stifle 

One physical stunt that requires 
a little practice but is often re- 
markably etlective is to concentrate 
on relaxing the vocal cords and 
tongue. To make the speech mus- 
cles adequately limp one must, of 
course, refrain from talking. In- 
deed, one must even refuse to think 
in terms of words 
and thought are intimately linked, 
the relaxation of speech muscles 
seems to switch off the brain and 
lead straight to sleep 

But the surest way to end a sleep 
problem is to become indifferent 
to it.

The left hook. “What I’ve shown you till now is all you 
really need to know. The rest is extra if you don’t plan to be 
a boxer. But it won’t hurt you to learn something about 
other punches. So I'll show you the left hook. 

‘*Here, you come around from the side instead of straight 
out. When you hook, you bend to the left, and twist your 
knee very slowly. Your feet will do the work—that’s where 
you get the leverage. Look at me. I’m at the point of contact. 
I’ve just landed a left hook. My body and head are bent 
slightly to the right now. My left arm is high, my elbow’s 
vent, but my wrist is straight. I’m hitting the side of the 
head, or, if I’m lucky, the jaw. This punch can end it.” 


The uppereut, “This is the most spectacular punch, but it 
can be as dangerous for you as it is for the other fellow, be- 
cause to throw it properly you have to wind up like a base- 
ball pitcher, and you’re wide open when you do. 

“When you jab, you hit straight out. When you hook, you 
hit from the side. When you uppercut, you come up from 
below. Get your fist down, with your elbow bent. Your wrist 
is straight—as always—and your fist is flat. 

“See why the uppercut’s dangerous? While you’re bend- 
ing your elbow and cocking your wrist, the other guy might 
be climbing all over you. But maybe he misses the chance. 
You might have him confused. That’s when to uppercut. 


“See, when you’re like this you’re all wound up. You dip 


that good right hand down toward the floor. Then you bring 
it up right on the button—right under the chin. 

“Who knows? You might knock someone out with that 
punch some day. Maybe you'll win the title with it.”
